VOLUME ONE, NUMBER NINETEEN 


As a result of President Eisenhowers trip to Latin 
America the U. S. public has taken a new interest in th 
problems of the Hemisphere, especially in Latin Americ 
relations with the United States. 


Certainly we foreigners have no right, legal or moral, 
to express opinions on internal matters of the U. S. A., 
but in connection with foreign policy, particularly when 
the fate of countries south of the Rio Grande is at stake, 
ae have more than a right to express an opinion. We have 
a duty. 


We persist in our position, which, unfortunately, to 
date has not met with a successful reception. A U. S. 
foreign policy on Latin America formulated without con- 
sidering or discussing the opinions of different sectors of 
the Latin American peoples, except the Communists who 
are honorary citizens of the Soviets, is necessarily con- 
demned to failure. To date this has been the policy of 
Washington governments, and to persist in this folly, we 
believe, is a serious error. 


To receive and discuss opinions of only those Latin 
Americans who have always faithfully supported U. 5. 
foreign policy amounts to the same thing as no consulta- 
tion at all. We supported the U. S. position in the United 
Nations on various occasions to maintain solidarity before 
the growing Communist threat, positions which at times 
we considered to be erroneous. At other times we have 
publicly disagreed, when dealing with problems that 
directly affect Latin America, especially on economic 
matters. 


With respect to economic problems, we should like to 
remind our readers that years ago we were the first to 
maintain that the flow of private American capital to 
Latin America could not in itself resolve the problem 
of economic misery oppressing our peoples. For a 
long time our opinion, was taken as heresy Now, Presi- 
dent Eisenhower has recognized the soundness of this posi- 


tion, to judge by the declarations he made in Puerto Rico 
оп his return. 


To think that only the leftists monopolize the truth, and 
that Latin Americans, of the center or right, who are 
greater in number, though perhaps not in voice, have no 
right to express an opinion on problems that affect all of 
us, is a serious error, and it is going on now. Misfortunes 
recently suffered have not resulted in any change on the 
part of those who request opinions and advice from the 
same persons as always. 


We can cite the tragic case of Cuba as the most recent. 
evidence of the errors committed by the so-called liberals. 
These liberals have the same habit as the Communists of 
classifying all those who disagree with them as reactionary

We do not question the motives of these good men, but 
it is an evident fact that Fidel Castro has turned Cuba into 
a raging hell and intends to engulf the rest of the Contin- 
ent in its flames. 

These distinguished men of America, instead of ad- 
mitting their error, which has been paid for in blood and 
wealth, leave the Cubans to meet the situation alone with- 
out the help of those outsiders who oppose Castro. They 
are paving the way for a substitution of Castro's Com- 
munist and anti-U. S. government by another regime with 
Marxist roots, but, they say, this regime will not be an 
enemy of the United States. All of this without any kind 
of guarantee that the present situation will not be re- 
peated. 

We insist that the least that should be done in adopting 
а policy that affects the vital interests of a country 
is to discuss that policy with those persons who are mainly 
affected by it. Cuba, for example, will not be able to 
resist another flagrant error, nor will Guatemala. Suffer- 
ing the effects of a mistake is not the same as later 
lamenting it after the damage is done, as has happened 
with those who pretend to shape our fortunes without 
seeking our prior approval.

* Latin American Events is in receipt of confidential 
reports to the effect that preparations are going on in 
Panama for a revolution preceded by attempts against the 
lives of outstanding political figures, including those of the 
government party and the opposition also. 


Secret negotiations are being carried out in the U.S.A. 
to purchase arms for use in assassinations and revolution. 


Lonpon, Feb. 15th—A British newspaper says today 


that "it is possible that the new sugar deal with Russia 
will provoke Cuba into feeling sufficiently strong to re- 
quest the 0.5.4. to abandon its military base at Guan- 
tanamo. 

"From this base the United States protects the entry to the 
Panama Canal,” said the Daily Express, an independent daily. 

“If the United States behaves as they required Great Britain to 
behave in Abadan and in the case of the Suez Canal, then the 
Americans would quit Guantanamo. But the British people hope 
that the Americans will not do such a thing." 


Earmarks of a Communist Regime—from page one 


12. Planned Economy. 'The President of the National 
Bank and Czar of the Cuban economy, Che Guevara, has 
officially declared that planned economy by the govern- 
ment is the official policy of the regime. The National 
Institute of Agrarian Reform rules the Cuban economy, 
a state organ that monopolizes the entire production of the 
country. 

13. Terrorism. Тһе state of terror prevailing in Cuba 
cannot be denied by anyone. Not one Cuban dares to 
disagree with the government. Anyone trying to do so is 
taken to jail or shot. 

14. Restrictions on Entering and Leaving the Country. 
Since Castro took over, no one can leave Cuba without a 
permit from the police, something very difficult to obtain. 
Foreigners departing Cuba are prevented from re-entering. 
Cuban consuls refuse passports to those in exile. 

15. Omnipotence of the Political Police. Castro has 
declared that he organized the political police to protect 
the revolution from its enemies. Over TV, he ordered 
children to denounce their parents, spouses to denounce 
each other, employees to report their employers whenever 
any of them criticized the revolution. To break into 
homes, the political police needs no warrants, as would be 
required in accordance with laws promulgated by the 
revolutionary government. The police break into the 
homes of Cubans and foreigners at all hours of the night. 
And the right of habeas corpus does not prevail against 
the gestapo. 

16. Abolition of the right to strike. 'The revolutionary 

- government of Castro has dictated laws prohibiting the 
right to strike. Workers resorting to strikes are declared 
to be criminals and treated accordingly. 

17. Medieval penal laws. Тһе criminal law promul- 
gated by Castro is the most backward in the world to-day. 
Suffice it to cite the constitutional law concept, written by 
Castro; that the criminal laws have retroactive effect when 
against the interests of the accused. Also authorized are 
criminal trials with the defendant in absentia. Many 
Cubans have been sentenced to death and executed for 
crimes which were not crimes when they occurred. We 
should add that the slightest criticism of the government 
is punished by death or incarceration. 

18. Creation of Popular Militias. It is enough to look 
at the photographs appearing in U. S. papers and maga- 
zines to realize that ten year old children belong to the 
militia. By provision of law, workers, farmers, profes- 
sionals, students, teachers, public and private employees, 
and even women belong to the militia. By another law, 
workers and union leaders must always wear militia uni- 
forms—not even in Russia does such a situation exist. 

19. Dogmatic Doctrines. 'The government and its 
spokesmen have made dogma of the July 26th Movement 


and the speeches of Castro. They have even tried to pic- 
ture Fidel Castro as a modern Jesus Christ, but with a 
new politico-social dogma. 

20. Messianic Foreign Policy. The armed invasions 
into the sister republics of America, Panama, Haiti, Hon- 
duras, Nicaragua, Guatemala, and twice against the Domi- 
nican Republic, organized personally by Castro on the 
pretext of freeing the people from oppression, is the best 
proof of the existence of this condition. Тһе behavior of 
Raul Roa, well-known Communist leader and Minister of 
Foreign Affairs, in international meetings and conferences, 
has evidenced the messianic policy of the Castro regime, 
provoking outbursts of laughter and at times indignation. 
Read Castro's speech to the Inter-American Economic 
Conference at Buenos Aires for further illustration of this 
point. 

21. Concentration Camps. Yn la Cienaga de Zapata 
exists a concentration camp and another in the Isle of 
Pines, where political prisoners are forced to labor from 
sunup to sundown. Іп these camps are found profes- 
sionals, ex-army officers, bankers, such as Dr. Joaquin 
Martinez Saenz, eminent ex-President of the National 
Bank of Cuba, and various newspapermen. All of this has 


. been reported in the press of the U.S.A. and Latin 


America. 

In view of these facts, which are not denied by Fidel 
Castro, the Cuban picture is seen in a light very different 
from the rest of the Hemisphere. We are not dealing here 
with a typical Latin American revolution, nor with a 
social revolution of any scope. 

Here we have for the first time in America the estab- 
lishment of a "Popular Democratic Republic" in the heart 
of the continent, dedicated to the service of Moscow and 
Peking. 'This event has been foreseen by many inter- 
American doctrines, declarations and treaties, all of which 
declare that such a situation constitutes a grave threat to 
the security of all the nations of the Western Hemisphere. 

If in the case of Cuba the Governments of America 
and particularly the Leader Nation of the Hemisphere, 
the United States, do not comply with their obligations, 
if they change their announced policy and consider that 
the existence of a Communist regime does not represent 
a threat to the security of the Hemisphere, upon those 
Governments then will responsibility fall for what may 
happen. 


Take notice, when International Communism has 
spread to other countries in America and regimes similar 
to that of Cuba are established, which will surely occur, if 
then defensive measures are taken, it will be too late. They 
will have lost the legal right and the moral authority to 
put the measures into practice. When legal right and moral 
authority are 1055, no matter how much force is expended, 
the result will always be unfavorable. 
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GvATEMALA——Guatemalan President Miguel Y digoras 
declared to the press that Red propaganda in the Carib- 
bean region “emanates from Cuba.” 


He insisted that the Communist propaganda reaching 
Guatemala came from Cuba, and added, “Left-wing poli- 
ticians of the Central American countries travel to Cuba 
and return with Communist assignments." He indicated 
that an exchange of Red agents and propaganda between 
Cuba and his country has existed since the regime of 
Cuba's Carlos Prio Socarras. 


We have already denounced the existence of this Red 
propaganda in Guatemala. 


Совл-Іп addition to the Moa Bay properties confis- 
cated by the Communist regime of Fidel Castro, the 
following U. S. properties must be added to the list: The 
Cuban Telephone Company, a subsidiary of International 
Telephone and Telegraph Co.; The Otis Elevator Co.; the 
59,000 acre King Ranch in Camaguey Province; the 
Everhard Ranch holdings in Pinar del Rio province; the 
Riviera Hotel Corp. in Havana; and the Vertientes-Cama- 
guey Sugar Co. 


In addition to these interventions, there have been re- 
ports of several other small U. S. holdings falling into 
the hands of INRA. Because of its method of operation; 
the exact number of INRA moves is difficult to obtain. 
Consequently to escape from the confiscation and inter- 
vention problems, several large U. S. and other foreign 
interests have decided to pull out of Cuba.. 


Bethlehem Steel, for example, has held 125,000 acres 
of low grade iron ore in Camaguey and Oriente provinces. 
It has been operating a pilot plant in Oriente employing 
about 200 Cubans. Bethlehem has decided to drop its 
concessions.  . 


The petroleum exploration branches of Atlantic Re- 
finery Standard Oil of California and the Cuban Gulf Oil 
Co., a subsidiary of Gulf Oil, have withdrawn their activi- 
ties from Cuba. 


Esso Standard, 8.А., is shifting its Caribbean and 
Central American operations executives from Havana to 
Coral Gables. 


The M & M Dredging Co., of Miami, lost a dredge and 
a tugboat to the Castro grabbers last year. The equipment 
was valued at $500,000. 


. The Government has confiscated the 40 million dollar 
industrial empire of Amadeo Barletta, an Italian national. 
Among these holdings, which include the newspaper “El 
Mundo" and its sister television station, was Cuba's largest 
motor car agency. The U. S. is interested in this because 
Barletta was the General Motors distributor in Cuba. 


The INRA has publicly served notice that as soon as 
the present sugar harvest is completed in the spring, it will 
begin taking over all the sugar fields and facilities, includ- 
ing those owned or controlled by American companies. 

About one third of Cuba's sugar lands are owned by 
U. S. interests. They account for about 3596 of Cuba's 
sugar crop, including mills, which certainly stand to be 
nationalized. U. S. investments in the Cuban sugar bowl 
is valued at about 350 million dollars. 
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United Fruit Co. officials stated recently that they be- 
lieve their holdings, valued at 32 million dollars, will be 
expropriated in a matter of days. 


Recently the West Indies Sugar Co., by decision of its 
shareholders, decided to liquidate its Cuban holdings, 
which include 4 mills and more than 246,000 acres of 
sugar cane fields. 


The Freeport Nickel Company is pulling out of Cuba. 
The company which was investing 119 million dollars and 
employing some 1,500 Cubans in its mining project.at 
Bahia de Moa, in Oriente Province, announced on March 
7th that it would abandon Cuba. The company declared 
that the new Cuban mining legislation “аз well as other 
recent Cuban events" had made it necessary to suspend 
operations and the company added that the Moa project 
would have afforded employment to over a thousand 
Cubans when in full production and it would have been 
one of the largest contributors to the Cuban treasury.

* Via our confidential channels of information we have 
just received a report of a luncheon held at the Presidential 
Palace in Havana recently. Among those who attended 
were the puppet-President Dorticos and the Castro broth- 
ers. 


During the lunch, Raul Castro remarked that it was 
time to confiscate all of the property belonging to the 
Italian Amadeo Barletta, especially the newspaper “El 
Mundo.” He added that he was going to send Barletta 
to prison. 


Fide] said that he agreed on the confiscation but that it 
was not advisable to arrest Barletia because the Italian 
Embassy would protest. Raul replied that Barletta should 
be imprisoned and when the Italian Ambassador protested 
they would let him go and he would be most obliged. In 
effect, in just a few minutes at lunch, one of the largest 
fortunes in Cuba was disposed of and one of the oldest 
independent newspapers in Cuba was taken over. 


At this luncheon, Fidel Castro asked for reports on the 
status of sugar legislation in the U. S. He was informed 
that the U. S. Congress would surely reduce the sugar 
quota or take the difference between the U. S. and Rus- 
sian prices to compensate those U. S. citizens whose pro- 
perty had been confiscated without indemnification. , 


Castro ordered that no gestures be made toward the 
Congress inasmuch as he had his plan of reprisals against 
the U. S. ready in case Washington passed measures 
against the economic interests of his government. 


One of his assistants at the luncheon remarked that it 
was very difficult to negotiate with the government of the 
United States as long as Fidel Castro was Premier of Cuba 
since Washington officials had lost confidence in him. 


Castro’s reaction to this was to stand up in fury, break 
and throw plates, knives and forks, and scream that he 
was going to break off diplomatic relations with the 
U. S. A., that he was ready to resort to a declaration of 
war, that he had nothing to fear inasmuch as he was 
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strongly backed by “two great friendly powers,” and that 
he proposed to convoke a mass meeting of two million 
Cubans for the purpose of announcing his break with the 
United States. 


On March 14th, this great mass meeting took place. 
Not even the five thousand person capacity of the Uni- 
versity of Havana Hall was filled. Those who did attend 
came armed. There Premier Castro delivered a bitter 
harangue against the U. 5. and told Cubans they would 
have to prepare themselves for a "long struggle" against 
economic subversion and "aggression from abroad." 


He told his countrymen they must tighten their belts 
and get used to the idea of spending millions of dollars on 
arms to save Cuba from the "powerful interests" threat- 
ening it. 


Comparing Cuba with the Algerian nationalists in their 
five-year-old war against the French, the Premier declared: 
“For those interested in knowing, we can say we have 
more arms than the Algerian patriots." The national 
symbol of Cuba at this moment, he said, should be “а 
man working with a rifle at his side. We can neither 
abandon the rifle nor our work." 


In one of his direct references to the U. S., he aceüsed 
the United States executive" of using the sugar quota as 
a means of reprisal, one Cuba would have a difficult time 
defending when its economy is “being mended.” 


Castro's bitter attack killed hopes that he had any іл- 
téntion of toning down his charges in connection with 
La Coubre in light of the critical diplomatic situation 
which they have provoked with the U. S. А new State

Rather, it should try to anticipate those acts and be 
guided by an elevated spirit of hemispheric solidarity. 
Of course, we agree that in this day and age the inter- 
dependence of states and governments is a phenomena 
that cannot be ignored. If this is so in the world, certainly 
ub it is also true for the Americas. That is why in previous 
ditions of Latin American Events we have always called 
for the establishment of a special U. 5. governmental body 
composed exclusively of American citizens which will 
freely advise the Washington Government on policy that 
should be followed in concrete cases as well as along 
general lines in connection with Latin America. This body 
could also serve to receive and analyze the opinions of 
representatives of all sectors of the peoples to be affected. 
This would show that policy is not made indifferently 
or precipitously or without proper consultation. 

In dealing with sister republics united by geographic 
and economic ties, it seems evident to us that it would 
be preferable for the different peoples of America to be 
assured that the foreign policy of the United States, the 
leader Nation, is taken in an efficient manner rather than 
to have them constantly ask, who decided on this policy 
and who was consulted.

Economic Situation of Red Cuba 


The Communists are flying high in Cuba. Never be- 
fore have they held so much power, as Red boss Juan 
Marinello recently remarked over ТУ. Intellectual and 
moral corruption, and blindness іп some cases, on the 
part of many people, above all of the upper and middle 
classes, have carried Cuba to its present desperate condi- 
tion. 

When it all began at the dawn of last year. по one 
wanted to realize that the Red rain would егенітайу 
splatter every head in the world. They imagined that 
it would never rain for them or that in time they would 
have protective umbrellas. And so they viewed agrarian 
reform, the problem of housing and rents. the rise of the 
"people's stores.” owned by the Government and ruinous 
to the small businessman of the interior. the first confisca- 
tions. ete. Fortunately, the world sees a bit clearer today. 

The world notes that this is the same procedure fol- 
lowed т China, Poland, Albania, Hungary, to. proceed 
step by step. sector by sector, dividing and deceiving 
future corpses зо that their political or economic 
fate hits them by surprise апа they cannot even 
protest. 

Havana, and about this the U.S. public is not informed, 
is flooded with Red literature, not only in bookstores, but 
on cornerstands. U.S. cigarettes aren’t sold any longer. 
The trade is with Russian ones. 

А new international labor movement is 
formed to combat *ORIT" of Mexico. 

Also under way is the organization of a new inter- 
national order of newspapermen, and the ground- 
work is being laid fer a new international organiza- 
tion of engineers. Other similar enterprises іп pro- 
fessional ranks are being prepared. Step by step. 
sector by sector, the forces of penetration are on the 
төге. Hemispheric expansion with headquarters in 
Havana. 

Cuba is on the verge of an explosion, economically. 
And it should be noted that this explosion will not take 
the responsible ollicials of Castros Red Regime. by 
surprise. Rather, they wait for it anxiously. to take full 
advantage of its dramatic consequences. The legal 
framework is already established. All that remains is to 
put the crushing machinery into operation, to increase 
police oppression and to destroy the last veils of demo- 
cracy that still cover the convulsive body of Cuba today. 

If unemployment increases, the fault will be the 
I. S. s. If the currency becomes deflated, prices rise 
and salaries are cut. the culprit will be Yankee im- 
perialism. If mass layoffs result from the consequent 
bankruptei ies it will be Uncle Sam's doing. Lf ration- 
ing follows. the U.S. will be to blame. 

If as recently happened. а French munitions ship 
explodes іп Havana harbor, with а French crew, 
loaded with arms from Belgium, unloaded by Castro's 
soldiers, the fault is Washington's. for refusing to 
sell American arms to Castro. as claimed by Com-

munist spokesmen іп Cuba. And so the niggardly. 
expensive assistance afforded by the Communist countries 
will be presented to the public as "God's blessing.” Proof 
of big-hearted Moscow compared to the spiritual cruelty 
of Washington. 

Manwhile in Cuba statistics and information outlets 
are being closed. The National Bank could not or would 
not reveal the national income for 1959. faced as it was 
with the 2.174 million dollars of 1958 and the 2.319 
millions of 1957. The Treasury Minister is button-lipped.

In spite of the absence of official information it is a 
fact that the National Bank is practically operating below 
reserve requirements. On opening the year, nominally, 
on paper, they had 295 million dollars in gold and 
dollars. But actually the Bank only had 20 million dollars 
in reserve. the sum of $262,346.99] being obligated since 
1957/58 plus $12.500,386.36, which is the contribution 
of Cuba to the International Monetary Fund. 

In accordance with Article 65 of the law establishing 
the National Bank, the Bank is obligated to have at all 
times а reserve (in gold or foreign exchange) equivalent 
to no less than 25% of the nominal value of the bills 
issued. and another 25% extra to back up the deposits in 
the Bank. Inasmuch as in the first case there are 450 
million dollars in bills issued the Bank should have 112 
millions of cash reserves. Regarding the second case, the 
Bank should have 62 millions to back up deposits totaling 
250 millions—that is to say. a total of 174 millions. Not 
having more than 20 million. the Bank has а total deficit 
of 154 millions. 

Countries which had to face this situation sooner or 
later fell victim to inflation and monetary devaluation. 
The Communist Government of Cuba is trying to avoid 
this danger, at least from the viewpoint of external 
repercussion. Not one Cuban peso can depart the na- 
tional area thereby promoting the strangulation of 
great sectors of commerce and industry. But at the 
same time they have prevented mass layoffs by а law 
suspending bankruptcy (the right to die), which amounts 
to state intervention in private business. 


Since a majority of Cuban Aisa arises today are 
unable to pay their way or are 100 
deficits, the National Institute of ii NE 
lends them the amounts required jor lf 
is developing a method of systematic nM ances and 
subsidies the amounts of which increase in proportio 
to the number of firms alfected by the exchange control.

PANAMA General elections will take place in the Republic 
of Panama on the &th of Мау. The President, two Vice-presidents 
and Deputies to the National Legislature will be elected and will 
take the oath of office on October ist. 


The candidate of the political forces supporting President 
Ernesto de la Guardia is Ricardo M. Arias. Phe other candidates. 
Roberto F. Chiari. Alfredo Aleman, Mario Cal. Carlos Sucre and 
Victor Florencio Goytia, belong to the parties of the opposition. 


In accordance with the Panamanian electoral law there is still 
lime remaining for the opposition to present a single slate of 
candidates. With the opposition. divided as п is. Arias has a 
definite advantage, If the different candidates against the Govern- 
ment get together, the elections will be hard-fought and no onc 
could predict the results. 


As we pointed out in our jast issue, certain elements not con- 
nected with the political opposition are preparing a subversive 
movement, with ramifications that will extend to other countries, 
to take over the government wihout benefit of elections. 


MxxIco—In Larin American Events of December 21. 1959. 
we reported that focal and foreign Communists are preparing 
subversive efforts to grab political power, in spite of the fact that 
Mexico is a great power compared with the rest of the Caribbean 
area and has maintained political stability for many years. 


Last week the highly reputed daily EI. UNIVERSAL, of Mexico 
City. published an editorial entitled "Maximum Energy.” from 
which we quote the following paragraphs: 

“tn view of the possibility indicated by different sources, who appear 
to be well informed, that in March and April acts af provocation. will be 
taken against the government by the Mexican Communist Party and other 
similar groups, which will seriously upset secial tranquility, no other 
recommendation сап be made than that the authorities act with maximum 
energy, using all of their powers and means to comply with their greatest 
pbligation--safegunrding public order and guaranteeing a peaceful co- 
existence of the peaple. 

“In a national health crusade weeds must be pulled out with a firm 
hand, wherever they may be found, beginning with those leaders who 
surreptitiously conspire with the great demaskogues to take over the 
worker's movement, step by step, for their own personal gain.“ 

* Last week Mexico City witnessed the arrival of à committee 
of young Cubans belonging to the Anti-Conmununist Catholic 
Action Association presided over by ex-rebel Lieutenant Artime, 
who was with Fidel Castro in the Sierra Maestra and who is now 
In open disagreement with him, accusing Castro of being a traitor 
to the cause of freedom in Cuba and to the democratic revolu- 
tlonary movement. 


They established contact with similar Mexican Catholic groups 
in an anti-Communist crusade to remove from the Cuban Govern 
ment all officials who have sold out to the Russians. They intend 
to visit, in the course of their campaign, all of the major capitals 
and cities of America. 

* The Cuban Embassy in Mexico has been converted into а 
center of Marxist propaganda, which has out-distanced the Russian 
diplomats accredited to the Mexican Government, 


Active members of the G.P.U. have set up headquarters in the 
building occupied by the Cuban Embassy т Mexico City, such as 
the painter Alfaro Siqueiros—assailant of Trotsky's home and 
murderer of Trotskv's American secretary. There Siqueiros has 
established his shop. 


Не has painted a Castro Mural on great sheets. to Бе put to- 
gether at any spot, They were sent to Brazil, Argentina, Chile 
and Uruguay, key spots of Communist agitation. and hosts fo 
US. President Eisenhower during his recent trip through Latin 
America. 

The man in charge of the Cuban. Embassy is an illiterate brag- 
қап, Agustin Aldama Acosta, by name. in spite of not being 
able to read or write, he has been accredited. as the Economi 
Adviser of the Embassy. Aldama, with Joaquin Massip, nephew 
of the Cuban Соттипім Ambassador, and four other bearded 
barbarians who departed Havana, were the ones commissioned to 
carry the Castro mural painted by Siqueiros, to Brazil and other 
countries, for the purpose of street agitation, which actually took 
place in the four capitals, in an effort to embarass the 11,5. 
President. 

Alfaro Siqueiros fled Mexico for Cuba, fearing the police as a 
result of certain public utterances insulting and calumniating 
President. Lopez Mateos.

The Havana government exaggerately reported that JA deaths

The U.S. State Department immediately sent a cable of 

to the government and people of Cuba and offered whatever hetpy 
it could. 


Honestly, we believe that the fundamental error, unbelievable 
perhaps, but clear to those of us who study the facts, consists in 
not wanting to make public the fact that in Cuba you have а 
Communist regime completely at the orders of Afescow and 
Peking. Why this reluctance, we do not know. 


Naturally. Cuba is not dealt. with as а Communist state. In- 
stead, Castro's Сира offers are taken in good faith, and in every 
case facts have [ater shown that the danger and menace presented 
by Castro have not been critically appraised. This gives off an 
air of ірпогапсе--уегу disturbing to the anti-Communists of Lerin 
America, 


How did Fidel Castro reply to the courteous message of con 
dolence? By accusing the U.S. of having caused the explosion 
and charging the U.S. with responsibility for the dead and 
wounded, so Custro spoke at the burial of the victims. 


The U.S. press reported on only a small part of the oration 
which we heard over the radio. It was the most insulting speech 
which Castro has ever hurled at the United States and its govern- 
ment. 
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When a Communist such as Fidel Castro delivers a speech of 
this kind it seems to us that if responsible officials in the State 
Department do not study it with extreme care after requesting 
the complete text—it seems to us that this amounts to imprudence, 
to say the least. 


Castro not only declared that he was not afraid of aggression 
on the part of U.S. troops but that he knew how to repel such ап 
invasion. He also said that he counted on the means of with- 
standing an atomic attack. Some will call this idle boasting. But 
if true, how certain is the future of America with a man of 
Castro's immorality armed to the teeth? 


The State. Department, always on the defensive when dealing 
with Castro denied the accusations contained in the funeral ora- 
Поп. The Department could have added that all Cubans know 
that a munitions ship is never unloaded at general freight piers. 
A special one is used. or the unloading is carried out in the center 
of the bay through the use of barges. And all Cuba knows, except 
perhaps the Communists, that it was a failure to take these normal 
precautions that resulted in the accident, not sabotage. 


At any rate, the disillusioned victims of the astute U.S. Reds 
and fellow-travelers who thought that Castro had changed his 
position and would negotiate honestly with the Washington Gov- 
ernment will have to wait for another Castro maneuver in order 
to return to Hmbo. 


* UNITED STATES Secretary of State, Christian Herter, on 
March 7, denounced as "BASELESS" the implied charge of 
Cuban Premier Fide! Castro that United States officials were be- 
hind the recent explosion of a munition ship in Havana Harbor. 


Herter told Cuban Charge D'Affairs Enrique Patterson, that 
Castro’s “UNFOUNDED AND IRRESPONSIBLE” remarks have 
made the United States “increasingly obligated to question the 
good faith of the Castro regime in its claims of wishing to improve 
U.S.-Cuban relations,” 


Once more the facts prove us right. Until the fact is not ac- 
cepted that there is in Cuba a regime definitely Communist, at 
the unconditional service of Moscow and Peking, they will go on 
making mistakes. 


Fidel Castro, when he made his accusation against the United 
States, was convinced that it was false. To ignore that this is the 
way communists act all over the world is an imprudence. 


Comrade Raul Roa, Minister of Foreign Affairs of Cuba, called 
to his office the U.S. Charge D'Affairs in Havana and told him 
that; the Government of Castro rejected as insulüng the declara- 
tions of Secretary Herter and warned him that in the future 
they should not insult a Cuban diplomatic official, because 
Cuba would not tolerate it.” 


Ж HAVANA—March 3. Ernesto “Che” Guevara, Fidel Castro's 
chief economic adviser, asserted last night that the 3 million tons 
of Cuban sugar that the U.S. buys at prices well above those on 
the world market, serves to enslave the Cuban people, because 
of the Island's one-crop economy. 


Maj. Guevara, Communist and President of Cuba's National 
Bank, charged before a nation-wide television audience that U.S. 
Büsinessmen had made Cuba dependent on sugar and had kept 
the country in a "semi-coloniat" state until the Castro revolution. 


The bearded major, an outspoken admirer of the Soviet Union, 
said U.S. representatives tried to "sow confusion" after Cuba 
signed a trade pact with the Soviet Union. This pact calls for 
Cuba to sell a million tons of sugar а year at the world market 
price, which is now about a cent a pound below the cost of 
production in Cuba. 


Describing Castro Cuba as the political leader of the Latin 
American masses, Maj. Guevara said: 

"We have arrived at the highest place in unfreed America in regard 
to political projection. But we know perfectly weil our political develop- 
ment has greatly outstripped our economic development and therefore 
attempts at economic aggression that are being plotted in the U. S. House 
of Representatives сап have an effect, because we depend on one product 
and one market." 

Ж Fidel Castro declared that any foreign capital reaching Cuba 
would have to be turned over to the nation for investment accord- 
ing to the way the Government ordered. Castro attacked foreign 
capital in a speech given at the Blanquita theatre in Havana, 
before an audience of 7,000 workers. 

The investment of private foreign capital, he said. is not moti- 
vated by generosity, charity or a desire to aid 1he people. Foreign 
capital is invested to profit the investors. 


Foreign investors, especially Americans, added Castro, cstablish 
conditions to increase their profits and carry them away, thus 
draining the juice of the country. 


ж Cuban historic treasure of gold and silver will be soon on its 
way to Moscow, according to Lawrence Sullivan, coordinator of 
information for the U.S. House of Representatives. 


Sullivan НКеле the role played by Мар Ernesto Guevara in 
the Cuban economy. to that of Francisco Mendez Aspe, the Soviet 
agent in charge of Spain's national banking system during the 
Spanish revolution. Under Aspe's direction the wealth of Spain 
was systematically plundered and then transferred to Soviet Russia. 

Sullivan stressed the significance of the appointment of Guevera 
to membership in the new Central Planning Bourd which controls 
all private enterprise in Cuba. 

* The Government of Cuba has taken over the hiring and 
firing of employees of private industry and has required that in 
the future private enterprises will need the approval of the 
Ministry of Labor before taking on new help or dismissing the 
old.

Castro Cuba will be the first country in the world to have pilots 
trained both in the U.S.. 6 of them, and in the Soviet Union and 
satellites, about 50 to 100. То listen to Castro, pilots trained т 
the United States will be used to kill citizens of the United States. 

* The union of domestic employces agreed that each one of 
their members will donate one peso a month to the industrializa- 
lion of Cuba.

The worker in any union who does not 
contribute to a Government collection automatically loses his job 
and is sentenced to prison as counterrevolutionary. 


Жіп the early days of January 1959, the Castro Government 
engaged the public account firm of Manrara y Perez Daple, of 
Havana, to investigate the use of funds in the Cuban Confedera- 
tion of Labor. Castro wanted to show that the union's funds had 
been misapplied, inasmuch as this was his principal line of 
propaganda among the workers.

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Disturbing Situation in the United Nations 


In a previous issue of Latin American Events, we com- 
mented on Cuba's vote of abstention on the question of 
the admission of Red China to the United Nations, which 
split the continental solidarity of the Latin Bloc. We 
warned that the bloc was cracking as the result of the 
Communist Government of Castro Cuba which is at the 
unconditional orders of Moscow and Peking. 

Our warning was not taken seriously. The distinguished 
Latin American and U. S. diplomats at the world organi- 
zation considered our admonishment to be exaggerated 
and unrealistic. As we always do in such cases, we kept 
silent, knowing that the facts would support our con- 
tention. 

Ever since the U.N. was organized, the Latin American 
bloc has counted on two positions in the Security Council, 
two in Trustee Administration and four in the Economic 
and Social Council. These positions are given in accord- 
ance with agreement within the Latin American bloc. 
When the bloc decided on its position it was communicated 
to the other member states and election was a matter of 
course. 

Chile announced its candidacy for the seat to be vacated 
by Argentina on the Security Council on December 31st 
of this year. This aspiration was communicated to the 
other Latin American governments for a joint decision to 
be taken by the group, as they had always done in the past. 

Chile forgot two very important facts. First, that a 
Communist government exists in Cuba. Second, during 
Mikoyan's visit to Havana he and Castro agreed on main- 
taining closer political relationships, particularly in the 
international field. 

Now Cuba has announced that it aspires to the same 
seat requested by Chile. They have a right to do this, but 
they have adopted a tactic, Communist style, that not only 


ignores long-established customs but which also tends to 
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destroy the Latin American bloc. 

Cuba has asked Гог the votes, not of the remaining 19 
Latin American states, but of all the member states. This 
procedure knocks out the effectiveness of the Latin Ameri- 
can bloc and will result in this bloc being dependent upon 
the Soviet and Afro-Asiatic groups which will consequently 
not only elect its own representatives but will also decide 
who will be the representatives of Latin America on the 
Security Council and in the General Assembly, thus 
abolishing the system of proportional representation con- 
templated in the Charter of the United Nations. 

Currently, the situation is complicated by the fact that 
the Soviet Union and Poland are represented on the 
Security Council. At the next meeting of the General 
Assembly either the United Arab Republic or Ceylon will 
be elected to the Council, neither of these have been 
partisans of the policies of the West. If the vote of Cuba 
is added to this group, the Communists will count on four 
votes, and since in order to reach agreements, including 
that of convoking the General Assembly, when the Soviet 
Union exercises the veto, seven votes of the remaining 
seven members states will be required, and this will not be 
easy to obtain. 

The Latin American Governments have been indifferent 
to Fidel Castro's armed invasions against various Ameri- 
can countries. They have all felt that the threat was only 
against the country attacked. Now they will have to look 
upon a new type of collective aggression. We predict that 
this will not be the last act of the continental drama. A 
Trojan horse has been introduced into America and all 
of the countries will suffer the consequences of their in- 
difference or fear of collective action, which is. in fact, the 
only way to prevent the Communists from converting all. 
absolutely all. of our territories into а vast concentration 
camp. 


ECONOMIC SITUATION OF RED ССВА--/ғот page one 
of imports, not to mention the discouragement of investors. 

Practically all of the commercial establishments in 
Cuba "are eating their inventories" and when tbese in- 
ventories are exhausted out go all private enterprises, 
and the Government takes over. And when the Agrarian 
Reform Institute exhausts its funds it will make prompt 
appeal to the private banks which will expedite loans for 
payroll purposes, but on the basis of National Bank re- 
discounts—and there begins the worthless paper-monetary 
system of Cuba. 

The other road available to the Cuban Communist 
Regime is via the national budget. Both methods will 
result in inflation and the debasement of currency, from 
excessive emissions or from price increases, since the 
State will have to establish new taxes or simply allow the 
cost of the subsidies to be absorbed by productive workers, 
that is to say, the flow of commerce will be the instru- 
ment of absorption. 

Some Cubans expect Russian, Chinese or Polish help 
and help from the entire ruble sphere. These simple souls 
in their radical enthusiasm don't know that Russians 
cannot acquire anything but small quantities of sugar and 
since Russia produces nickel and cobalt they will not buy 
a single pound of these products from Cuba. They don’t 


know that if Cuba goes in for exchange barters on a large 
scale to obtain capital goods, this will affect the system 
of accessories, spare parts and other needs of the in- 
dustries already established. 

The blindness of these people prevent them from seeing 
that millions of dollars will be lost, for the cost of freight 
from far distant points and for the far from angelical 
purchases from the Red Hierarchs, who are always so 
eager to obtain the highest selling price and the lowest 
buying price. 

No economic process is suddenly produced. № is a 
process and as such its development is progressive and 
orderly. The crisis will begin as soon as the sugar 
crop is harvested and it will get worse from month 
to month. 

Come August, September, and October of this year 
there is no doubt that the Cuban people will be subjected 
10 the severest rationing, and the last vestiges of demo- 
cratic expression will disappear. There will even be a 
greater need to silence more violently than now the 

Voices, not of enemies and political adversaries, but of 
their former worker and peasant friends, and professional 
friends, and friends of the middle class—all of whom will 
feel the whiplash of a situation which they believed would 
never affect them.

Dear Dr. Castro: 

The undersigned—three former Soviet citizens who preferred to remain in the free world than return to the 
Soviet Union—are taking the liberty of bringing to your attention some of the realities of Soviet life which, we 
believe, have been recently befogged in your country. 


Please believe that what we have to say in no way constitutes any judgment on contemporary Cuban affairs. 
We know very little about Cuba, having never been there. But we believe we know a great deal about the Soviet 
Union, having lived there for most of our lives. 


We would like to call to your attention the fact that Anastas I. Mikoyan, a first deputy chairman of the USSR 
Council of Ministers, did not act merely as an official representative of the Soviet Government during his recent 
visit to Cuba. When he spoke at the opening of the Soviet exhibition in Havana, before your trade union leaders, 
and elsewhere in Cuba, Mr. Mikoyan acted as a salesman for Communism, picturing Soviet achievements in glow- 
ing terms and trying hard to sell Communism to all Latin American nations. 

In this his capacity of a Communist ideological salesman, Mr. Mikoyan made an extensive use of such words 
as “peace,” “liberty,” “justice” and “democracy.” But just а few hours after he had left Cuba he vividly demon- 
Strated that for him these words had quite a different meaning than for his listeners. On his way back to Moscow, 
he made a short stop in Norway where he aroused indignation in this truly democratic, peaceful and freedom- 
loving country, when: he tried to justify Soviet suppression of the 1956 Hungarian revolt, and asserted that former 
Hungarian freedom fighters who were granted political asylum in Norway "are criminals." 

Mr. Mikoyan asserted to his listeners in Cuba that in the Soviet Union “all riches of the country belong to their 
real owners—the people." But he himself knows only too well that in the USSR all means of production, land, for- 
ests, mineral resources, etc., belong not to the people, but го the state, which іп turn is governed not by the people 
through their freely elected representatives, but by the Communist Party. The Soviet state is, in the final analysis, 
nothing more than an instrument of the Communist Party. What is good for the Party is considered good for the 
Soviet state, even if it goes against the will of the overwhelming majority of the peoples inhabiting the Soviet 
Union. 

Mr. Mikoyan claimed the Soviet people are united with their government and that “our people are work- 
ing with solidarity.” But he himself knows that the Soviet Union was formed after a prolonged and bloody civil 
war and that all of the Soviet Republics of today were either conquered or forced to join the Soviet Union by 

O intimidation, economic pressure, subversive operations and unlimited terror. As a long-time associate and a close 
2 ersonal friend of the late Josef Stalin, Mr. Mikoyan belongs to a very small group of living persons who know 


n he whole shocking truth about the system of unlimited terror, persecutions, purges, blackmail, intimidation and 


& 
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universal spying which was imposed by the Soviet regime upon its people to assure this "working with solidarity." 
| For over 25 years he has been a member of all the highest ranking organs of the Soviet Government and of the 
Soviet Communist Party, and in this capacity he had a precise knowledge of how many millions perished in 


stroyed, how many Soviet children were left orphans by the actions of the Soviet regime. Mr. Mikoyan knows 
all these facts but he lightly dismisses them as if they are of no importance. 


In his speech at the opening of the Soviet exhibition in Havana, Mikoyan did not hesitate to make the follow- 


yd purges, were sent to concentration camps for terms exceeding 10 and even 25 years, how many families were de- М ү”

ing statement—“‘The path of our people has been a hard one. Workers and peasants, scientific workers, engineers 
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and technicians, all people of the Soviet land have built this path by the sweat of their brow, often denying them- 
selves even the most essential things." 


Mikoyan is correct when he says that the path of the Soviet people has been a hard one and that they had to 
work very hard. But he is lying when Пе claims that people of the Soviet Union were, by their own volition, 
“denying themselves even the most essential things." The truth is—and Mikoyan knows it—that these things were 
denied to the people by the Soviet regime of which he is one of the leading members. When Stalin decided to 
force his collectivization upon the Soviet peasants, he did not hesitate to starve to death over 5 million farmers in 
the Ukraine and in the North Caucasus. When Mikoyan's boss, Nikita S. Khrushchev proclaimed four years ago 
his campaign to cultivate virgin lands in Siberia and Kazakhstan, he sent almost a million of teenage boys and 
girls to these remote areas, where they had to live in tents, without any medical help, with only a meager supply 
of food, with no chance to buy clothing, and no place where even to wash themselves. And when these desperate 
boys and girls ran away and returned to their parents, Khrushchev — and Mikoyan himself — branded them as 
"deserters from the labor front" and demanded their severe punishment. 

Mikoyan acknowledged in Cuba that the housing problem still remains acute in the Soviet Union. While doing 
this, he tried to assert to his Cuban listeners, first, that the acute housing shortage in the USSR was caused by 
World War II solely, and, second, that his government was doing everything it could to liquidate the housing short- 
age as fast as possible. On both of these points Mikoyan knowingly misled his listeners. The bousing shortage in 
the Soviet Union was aggravated by the war-time destructions, but it had already been extremely acute before the 
war—in the thirties—when millions of peasants, driven from their villages by the forced collectivization, over- 
flooded all Soviet cities and towns. At that time the Soviet Government did practically nothing to relieve for its 
urban population the housing shortage. By the end of World War II the housing picture in most of the Soviet 
cities resembled that of the present-day Hong Kong where refugees from Red China often live fifty persons in a 
room. And in the Soviet rural areas more than 10 million persons—including children, old-aged, invalids, and 
pregnant women—were forced to use for habitation mud-huts, barns, tents, war-time trenches and other places 
totally unsuitable for normal and decent living. | 

This was a mass tragedy оп an unprecedented scale. And here Stalin's guilt was, probably, almost as great as 
that of Hitler, because Stalin—in his nation-wide radio-address of July 3, 1941— gave an explicit order to all army 
commanders, and to all military and civilian authorities of the USSR to destroy all cities, towns and villages before 
advancing German troops. Were the Soviet Government really a servant of the people—of which Mikoyan tried so 
hard to convince the people of Cuba—it would do its best to give high priority to all measures aimed at solving this 
tragic problem. But almost nothing had been done for almost five years, until 1950, when the Soviet authorities, at 
last, devoted some serious attention to housing construction. But even then their efforts were so feeble, as com- 
pared with the huge public need, that any easing of the housing shortage began to be felt only in 1958-1959. In 
the meantime Stalin and his heirs—as it was repeatedly revealed by Khrushchev and by Mikoyan—diverted huge 
amounts of money and building materials to construction of luxurious underground railways in Moscow, Leningrad 
and Kiev, skyscraper hotels and offices in Moscow, pretentious but hideous administrative buildings in all major 
provincial cities, summer homes and resorts for governmental and Party bosses throughout the country, and even 
to restoration of the former Tsarist palaces in the suburbs of Leningrad. 


Mikoyan knows all this intimately. In very many cases he was directly responsible for this waste of money and 
materials urgently needed for housing construction. But he preferred to keep silent as to this aspect of “socialist con- 
struction.” 

Mikoyan tried hard to convince the peoples of Latin America that his Government’s present efforts to increase 
trade and cultural exchanges with Latin American countries are motivated primarily by his Government’s concern 
for the well-being of these countries and nations. But even he can hardly deny that in its foreign trade operations 
the Soviet government is always motivated by political interests of the Communist Party of the Soviet Union, that 
for the Soviet Union foreign trade is only one of its weapons in the struggle against “capitalism,” and even against 
all those countries and nations whose political line does not follow the course prescribed in Moscow. 

When in 1948 Marshal Tito dared to step out of the Communist line, and severed his relations with the Com- 
inform, the Soviet government immediately cut out all economic aid to Yugoslavia and did everything it could to 
disrupt the Yugoslav economy. In 1955 Nikita S. Khrushchev, assisted by Mikoyan, “made peace" with Tito and 
once more promised Soviet economic aid “with no strings attached.” But two years later, when Tito refused to sign 
a declaration of the Moscow Communist gathering of November, 1957, Moscow once more froze all its economic 
“aid” to Yugoslavia. 

The Soviet Union makes a big issue of the Soviet “friendly assistance" to the Arab countries, particularly to 
Egypt. But when displeased with President Nasser’s actions in Syria, it did not hesitate to put on ice for more than 
two years all its promised and even “guaranteed” assistance in the building of the Aswan Dam. In Latin America, 
zigzags of the Soviet trade relations with Argentina serve as a clear example of the fact that all and any Soviet 
trade actions are always subordinated to political goals and purposes of the Soviet Communist Party. 

Mr. Mikoyan spared no words in praising the leaders of the Cuban revolution. And he hinted more than once 
that he especially valued the present political climate in Cuba. He did this with the tongue in his cheek because he 
most certainly did not forget the words of his teacher, Lenin:

Earmarks of a Communist Regim 


If what is going on in Cuba were nothing more than a 

social revolution; if the only happening of importance was 
the government taking over local and foreign properties 
without compensation; if this were the case of just an- 
other Latin American dictatorship, the cruelest and most 
blood-thirsty known in the history of the Hemisphere, 
functioning sans Constitution, sans Congress, sans an in- 
dependent Judiciary, a dictatorship in which the Leader's 
word is law; if а system had been established preventing 
the free expression of opinion, the right to freely enter and 
depart national territory; if the right of association, of 
habeas corpus, of strike, freedom of the press and instruc- 
tion did not exist; if all individual rights were denied those 
who inhabit the Island—if this were all that was happening 
in Cuba, then those who scrupulously follow the policy of 
non-intervention would stand on firm ground, even though 
not so long ago they intervened in every way possible to 
render aid and comfort to the rebels of Fidel Castro. 
. We agree with tle position that in accordance with 
inter-American treaties and doctrine, reprisals should not 
be taken for the confiscation of property belonging to the 
citizens of a foreign state. 


BUT only the BLIND can fail to realize that what is 
taking place in Cuba is something very different from the 
ordinary Latin American revolution. Examine its charac- 
teristics, which have never before appeared in any Latin 
American dictatorship. Мо self-respecting person can 
deny that what has been established in Cuba is a Popular 
Democratic Republic, at the unconditional orders of Mos- 
cow and Peking. These facts speak for themselves. 

The principal earmarks of a totalitarian Communist 
regime, in accordance with the theories of Marx, Engels, 
Lenin, and Stalin, are clearly evident in Castro Cuba, as 
witness the following: 

1. Extreme Governmental Centralization. In Cuba only 
one man orders and governs, Fidel Castro. Castro does 
not deny. this. He proelaims- it. everyday, in. word. and deed. 
Nor do other officials of the government deny it, including 
Comrade Dorticos, Provisional President, a puppet, and 
proud of it. 

2. Extreme Nationalism. 'The newspapers attached to 
the government the laws and decrees dictated, Castro's 
inflammatory attacks against all non-Communist countries, 
especially the United States, suffice to illustrate this point. 
Castro Cuba is more intensely nationalistic than Soviet 
Russia. | 

3. Abolition of Human Rights. Fifteen thousand per- 
sons executed in one year. Twenty thousand political 
prisoners. Thirty thousand Cubans in exile. 

4. Suppression of Free Speech. Yt is universally known 
that laws have been enacted and applied which extend 
the death penalty for those expressing opinions against the 
government. For speaking against the pleasure of Fidel 
Castro, Major Diaz Lanz is in exile, Hubert Matos in the 
penitentiary, and ex-President Urrutia under DP» arrest.

АП of these men were leaders of the Jul ovement. 
Last week the leaders of the suppressed Partido Revoluci- 
onario Cubano Autentico, which fought the regime of 
President Batista, requested permission for a meeting to 
be held against International Communism. The permis- 
sion was denied. 

5. The Dictator represents the State, and the State per- 
sonifies the Fatherland. This is proclaimed daily, not only 
by Castro but also by his comrades, in speeches and 
writings. The technique used is identical to that of Hitler, 
Mussolini, and Stalin. 

6. One Party rule. АЛ of the political parties in Cuba 
except the Communist Party have been dissolved by law. 

7. Dictator-worship. Not one newspaper or magazine 
is published in Cuba that does not extol the Dictator. In 
the schools, including primary school, students are re- 
quired to memorize speeches of Fidel Castro. The sacri- 
legious magazine Bohemia compared Castro to Jesus 
Christ. 

8. Suppression of Freedom of the Press. In Cuba, as 
repeatedly declared by the Inter-American Press Society, 
not even the vestiges of a free press remain. The majority 
of the newspapers have been confiscated. Owners and 
editors of independent papers have had to take the road 
to exile in order to save their lives. Last week one of the 
independent dailies that continued to run off the press in 
Havana, ^E] Mundo,” has been appropriated by the gov- 
ernment and its owner has taken refuge in the Italian 
Embassy. Only “El Diario de la Marina” continues the 
heroic fight, and its editor is constantly threatened with 
death. 

9. Persecution of those who do not obey the orders of 
the Leader or of the Party. Twenty thousand political 
prisoners. Thirty thousand exiles, and those hiding in 
different parts of the Island could testify to this point. 


10. Militarism. Castro offered to destroy the forts and 


- reduce the number of enlisted men in the armed forces. 


In fact, Castro has set a record: never before in the history 
of Cuba have the armed forces been so strong, never have 
so many men been recruited. Thirty-four million dollars 
were spent in one year for the purchase of arms. This is 
a fact which the bearded tyrant boasts of over radio and 
TV. Eighty percent of the government officials, including 
the puppet-president, are on active military duty. Even 
the President of the National Bank, an Argentine by the 
name of Guevara, well known for his militant communism, 
is a major in the Army. 

11. Confiscation of Private Property resulting in its 
Complete Destruction. The thousands of Cubans and 
foreigners who lost their properties without compensation 
are better qualified than us to speak on this point. There is 
virtually no foreign enterprise, particularly of the United 
States, left in Cuba that has not had some of its property 
stolen by the government.

UNITED STATES—A person well connected with busi- 


ness circles in New York reports the following. 

“A month or six weeks ago, all of the American investors in 
Cuba were advised definitely that the U. 5. Government had a 
Strong program, consisting of five consecutive steps, to solve the 
difficulties in the "Pearl of the Antilles." 

"After a week, when nothing happened, and Mr. X was again 
asked about the five consecutive steps, he apologetically explained 
that they had been abandonned. But two days later, he telephoned 
the same investors to announce that a very positive step was about 
to be taken in a day or two. Forty-eight hours later, again he had 
to apologize that that step had been abandoned." 


* There will be no U. S. military aid to Cuba or the 
Dominican Republic in the fiscal year starting July 1st. 

State Department Press Officer Lincoln White said the 
Administration will seek no funds for this purpose. 


* Stockholders of Francisco Sugar Company were told 
at the annual meeting that the Company had not received 
any offer of compensation from the Cuban Government 
for its intervention last November into the Company's 
23,000 acre cattle operation. The Cuban Agrarian Re- 
form Law provides for compensation to landowners in still 
unissued twenty year 4 percent bonds. 

M. C. Pierce, counsel of Francisco Sugar Co., said he 
did not know of any landowners who have yet been offered 
the bonds. Mr. B. Rionda Braga, President, called the 
annual report for the year ended October 31st a “very 
distressing one." 

The Company lost $239,784 compared with earnings of 
$1,033,544 or $2.86 a share, in the prior fiscal year. 

* U. 5. newspapers reported that on February 8th, at 
Brandeis University, while Governor Rockefeller of New 
York "charged that Cuban Premier Fidel Castro's seizure 
of private property had discredited his revolution in the 
United States," Benjamin Cohen, titled in the report, 
“Chilean United Nations Ambassador,” said, “Castro took 
over a program of land reforms. In any revolution it is 
necessary for the government to take away property to 
punish those in opposition.” 

We can assure our readers that Mr. Cohen is not Am- 
bassador of Chile to the United Nations, nor does he have 
any official position in the Chilean Government. His de- 
claration reflects his own personal opinions and not that 
of the Government at Santiago which would be incapable 
of supporting a position against the legalistic tradition of 
Chile, a position never sustained in practice by the people 
of Chile. 

* In Merida, Yucatan, Mexico, Adlai E. Stevenson re- 
marked to Mexican newspapermen on February 16th: 
"We can expect ten years of difficulties with Cuba be- 
cause of the loan made to that country by the Soviet 
Union.” The prominent Democratic leader felt that 
aoe trip was a decided effort at penetration in 

uba. 

ж The Assistant Secretary of Defense of the United 
States, Floyd S. Bryant gave notice on February 16th, be- 
fore the Armed Services Committee of the House of 
Representatives, *that aggressive and subversive Com- 
munist activities are more and more approaching the 
United States. Therefore, he added, the forces of Amer- 
ican defense should be kept alert and in condition to 
engage in local warfare." 

ж Washington, Feb. 14—Soviet Russia almost certainly 
has a radio booster station somewhere in Latin America 
to help shower that area with propaganda, Senator Ken- 


neth B. Keating, Republican of New York, declared to- 
day. 

He also reported that both Soviet and Chinese Com- 
munist radio stations are beaming programs to all coun- 
tries in Central and South America eighty-five hours a 
week. 

The reception of these programs is extremely clear, he 
went on. It is obvious that the Russians have a powerful 
relay station somewhere in Latin America, which accounts 
for the day-by-day clarity of their radio programs." 

Mexico—Ex-Minister of Labor, Dr. Andres Serra 
Rojas, told the members of the Cultural Association of 
Oratory and Human Relations that "as soon as Cuba 
becomes a declared Communist state the third world war 
will explode." Не said that “there are two Cuban revolu- 
tions, the Cuban Revolution that triumphed and the Re- 
volution since the triumph." 

"The first was idealistic and good, but after Fidel Castro took 
power, he became a clown, a man who spoke over TV eight hours 
daily—his topic was always himself, Fidel Castro. He never spoke 
of Cuba but only of himself. 

"The Cuban revolution is not superior to the Mexican revolu- 
tion. It was animated at the beginning by the same ideals as ours, 
but they have become lost, darkened, and the Revolution has 
fallen into the grave error of placing itself at the most dangerous 
crossroads of the modern world. 

“We are moving, not only the Cubans, but all of humanity, 
through a pass. On one side is the Soviet Union; on the other 
the United States. The U. S. teaches us that the State should 
serve the individual. The Soviet Union, on the contrary teaches 
something that does not interest us, because they say that the 
State should do away with individual freedoms, that we are slaves 
of the State, that the State is a monster to whom we must give our 
lives and our families—this we do not like. It is foreign to every- 
thing that we have learned from our democratic institutions. 

The Cuban Revolution is definitely moving away from the 
United States and this departure implies its conversion to Com- 
munism. ТҺе Cuban People are creating a powder-box because 
as soon as they adopt a policy of this type the third world war 
will burst forth. р 

"The moment Cuba converts itself into an open Communist 
state, at that moment universal equilibrium will be broken. That 
is why I do not believe in the Cuban revolution. It is inconceiv- 
able that a maniac take charge of the fate of the world.” 

We would like to add that if much time is allowed to 
pass without taking action to eradicate the Red regime 
established in Cuba by Fidel Castro and his comrades, 
the result will be conscientious cooperation to deliver the 
fate of the universe to a man completely insane. 

Brazit—President Eisenhower was received with 
great enthusiasm by most of the people of Brasilia, Rio 
de Janeiro, and San Paulo. The President gave a very 
important speech to the Congress of Brazil, the most im- 
portant paragraph of which we quote below. 

“We would consider it intervention in the internal 
affairs of a State if any power, whether by invasion, co- 
ercion, or subversion, succeeded in denying freedom of 
choice to the people of any of our sister republics.” 

This, indeed, was a “hands-off warning to would- 
be aggressors. 

Mikoyan in Cuba, not only entered into trade agree- 
ments with that country, with the promise of large credits, 
but promised that Russia would cooperate in every way, 
including the supply of arms and ammunition. Тһе 
Russian Deputy Premier further said his government 
would similarly cooperate with other Latin American 
countries which desired aid. 

Senator Smathers, Democrat, of Florida, who has made 
inter-American affairs and inter-American cooperation 
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his prime objectives, commented that President Eisen- 
hower's statement in Rio had come at the right time and 
with the right emphasis. In his own opinion Senator 
Smathers said, "Communist activities constitute a real 
threat in this hemisphere, with Communist parties active 
in many of the American republics.” 

He looks, he said, to the cooperation of the American 
republics to offset these activities. “We must act jointly", 
he declared, but he left no doubt that “we must act when 
necessary.” 

Senator Carlson, Republican, of Kansas, member of the 
Senate Foreign Relations Committee, was equally approv- 
ing of President Eisenhower’s reaffirmation of the Monroe 
Doctrine. 


ARGENTINA—The reception given by Buenos Aires to 
President Eisenhower was also enthusiastic in spite of the 
bombs set off the night before by certain extremists. He 
also was well received in Mar del Plata and Bariloche. 

The President, in his first speech, praised the work 
carried out by President Frondizi’s administration, and as 


in Brazil, he offered all of the есойойтіс cooperation that 


the capacity of the United States would permit. 

In a dinner given him by Frondizi, the U. S. President 
said, "When freedom, democracy, and national sover- 
eignty are in jeopardy in any country, they are to some 
degree in jeopardy in all free countries of the world." 

CarLe— President Eisenhower was enthusiastically re- 
ceived in this country, his next to last stop in his South 
American tour. During his brief stay he addressed the 
Chilean Congress at a special meeting and after praising 
Chile's initiative to study disarmament in Latin America, 
be referred to the Rio Treaty of 1947 saying *My Govern- 
ment supports this solemn agreement. Should any Ameri- 
can republic be the victim of aggression, the United States 
is ready to fulfill its treaty obligations with strength, 
promptness and firmness." 

In another speech to Americans resident in Chile he 
denied allegations that the U. S. supported dictatorships 
and said “This is ridiculous . . . We repudiate dictatorship 
in any form, Right or Left." 

UnvcuAx—In the early afternoon of March 2nd, Presi- 
dent Eisenhower arrived in Montevideo to be greeted by 
the cheers of hundreds of thousands of Uruguayans who 
showered him with confetti in his drive thru the city. 

А jarring incident was an attempt by leftist students to 
demonstrate -against President Eisenhower with shouts of 
"Viva Castro", “Down with the United States". Police 
brought up fire hoses and fired tear gas against the students 
and the incident didn't go further. 

Ж Thus ended the President's good will tour of South 
America. The incidents in Montevideo follow a news that 
Radio Mambi, official spokesman for the Cuban Govern- 
ment in Havana announced several times on the 29th of 
February and the 1st of March that instructions had been 
given to Montevideo to demonstrate against the Presi- 
dent of the United States. 

Токто—А United Press telegram says “Communist 
China accused the United States today of plotting a war 
against the revolutionary Cuban regime of Prime Minister 
Fidel Castro. “President Eisenhower’s tour of South 
America is part of this enormous monstruous conspiracy,” 
the official newspaper, the Peiping Daily, asserted. 

Urucuay—According to the Press, the President of 
the Council of Government of Uruguay recently requested 
the U. S. State Department to commute the death sentence 


imposed on kidnapper-rapist Caryl Chessman, a sentence 
whose execution has been repeatedly postponed. 

The Governor of California, Edmund G. Brown, in 
view of this request transmitted to him by the State De- 
partment with the warning given by the Uruguayan Presi- 
dent to the effect that if Chessman were executed serious 
disturbances would endanger Eisenhower's visit to that 
country, granted Chessman a sixty day reprieve and passed 
the problem on to the state legislature to decide whether 
or not capital punishment should be abolished in Cali- 
fornia. 

We presume that the President of Uruguay has made 
the same gesture to the government of Fidel Castro in 
Cuba, which in less than a year has taken the lives of 
fifteen thousand Cubans, not common criminals such as 
Chessman, but political opponents. And if he has not yet 
done so, we respectfully request that he uses his good 
offices to intervene on behalf of the twenty thousand 
political prisoners, at least to the extent that they be 
treated decently and be given food fit for human con- 
sumption. - 5 

Recently, in the Organization о} American States, at 
Washington, we listened to the representative of Uruguay 
and others eloquently protest the arrest of close to two 
thousand persons in the Dominican Republic. 

Laudable behavior, indeed, but we are still waiting for 
someone to speak on behalf of the political prisoners of 
Cuba who are also human beings. A double standard for 
such cases produces shock, not to say, indignation, on the 
part of the American peoples. 


Dominican БЕрРМВІЛС--Кайо Ciudad Trujillo has 
resumed transmissions of the two Cuban exiles still re- 
maining there, because no other country will admit them. 

The interesting thing about these transmissions is that 
they are dedicated to insulting, in the crudest language 
imaginable, not Fidel Castro and his comrades, but 
those who oppose Castro, those who have rejected his 
Red regime from the start. 

This confirms the existence of a secret non-aggression 
pact entered into by the Governments of Ciudad Trujillo 
and Havana, which we mentioned a few weeks ago, a pact 
which has helped Castro to reap the sugar crop without 
major difficulties. 

The sugar crop represents hundreds of millions of 
dollars to Fidel Castro and his comrades, and to those who 
negotiated this pact and have greatly benefited. No longer 
do they speak of organized invasions against the Domini- 
can Republic from Cuba, and Havana radios have ceased 
attacking the Dominican Government. Nor does Cuba 
take seriously the long-announced threat of an invasion 
from Santo Domingo. Now Fidel Castro is the model 
Good Neighbor of the Dominican Republic. 

PANAMA—On February 23rd, in the traditionally 
peaceful city of Santiago de Veraguas, in the interior of 
Panama, a young man placed a bomb in the home of 
Enrique Benitez, well known and respected industrialist 
of the community who has always distinguished himself 
by his opposition to international Communism. 

A police sergeant trying to prevent the explosion lost a 
leg and is now in serious condition in the hospital. When 
asked why he tried to bomb Mr. Benitez, the would-be 
murderer said that it was because Benitez was a friend of 
the United States. 


A bomb intended to kill the Director of the Normal 
School, recently exploded in Santiago. 
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NEWs AND COMMENT 


VENEZUELA — President Romulo Betancourt an- 
nounced the Agrarian Reform Law at a ceremony held 
at Carabobo, where Simon Bolivar put the seal on Vene- 
zuela's independence 150 years ago. 


Betancourt said, “it is impossible to lay the foundation 
of a republic at the border of economic feudalism.” But 
he pointed out that there had not been nor would there 
be violence of any kind in carrying out the reform “‘be- 
cause we have chosen the way of law.” 


The law is designed to expropriate uncultivated lands, 
to be turned over to the peasants. No land under cultiva- 
tion may be taken by the Government, says the law, 
which also provides that every farm expropriated whose 
value is not greater than 100,000 bolivares will be paid 
for in cash to its legitimate owner, and those that exceed 
this amount will be paid 40% in cash and the balance in 
4% interest-bearing bonds guaranteed by the government. 


Er SALvApor—Felipe’ Herrera, 37 year old Chilean, 
has been named President of the Inter-American Deyelop- 
ment Bank. в, sree, Ig р 2.= 

Herrera, on of the most brilliant economists іп Latin 
America, on accepting the position said "The Bank will 
constitute the first combined and multilateral financial 
effort of the United States and the Latin American coun- 
tries." The Bank has an authorized capital of one billion 
dollars, of which the U. S. will contribute 450 millions. 


The Government of Cuba was the only Latin American 
country which did not ratify the agreement establishing 
the Bank on the pretext that one billion dollars was 
insufficient capital. The truth is that Cuba would have 
to contribute 40 million dollars, and the National Bank, 
far from having such a sum available, is in reality over- 
drawn to the extent of 154 million dollars. 


GUATEMALA—The agreement establishing the Central 
American Tripartite Economic Association was recently 
signed. Е] Salvador, Guatemala and Honduras signed 
the treaty setting forth the concrete bases for the first 
Common Market in Latin America. Nicaragua and Costa 
Rica were not signatories to the treaty, but they may 
join the arrangement at their convenience. 


Тһе treaty provides for the immediate free movement of 
persons and capital among the three countries, as well as 
natural and manufactured products. Excepted are only 
55 Articles which are subjected to a special arrangement 
Which will last for five years. Not the slightest obstacle 
will exist after this period to the free movement of natural, 
manufactured or imported articles. Import duties affecting 
this area will be uniform and a joint customs administra- 
tion will be set up. 


The most important aspect of the treaty is the Develop- 
ment and Assistance Fund to which the participating 
countries will contribute. Funds will come from capital 
markets and receipts of public and private institutions of 
the three countries. Tt is rumored that the United States 
has offered to contribute to the Fund, 


El Salvador, Guatemala, and Honduras, represent 8096 
of the Central American population and 90% of its 
commerce. 


Mzxico—The well known daily of Mexico City, Ex- 
celsior,” publishes an editorial entitled “Communist Ag- 
pressions” from which we quote: 


“Ever since Dr. Fidel Castro, Premier of Cuba, declared him- 
self to be champion of the so called "anti-colonialism"—a word 
brandished against the United States in order to present the Soviet 
Union as an example of purity—and since the same Castro in- 
vented a sui generis nationalism (on one side he insists that the 
U.S. Government buy Cuban sugar at a high price and on the 
other side is pleased to sell it at a low price to Moscow) the 
Cuban Premier has become the man of the disturbing. daydreams 
of hemispheric Communists, as was in other times Arbenz, who 
once out of power, turned out to be a false Guatemalan, a false 
nationalist, and a false revolutionist. 


“So, Fidel Castro, in the form of a huge Communist publicity 
poster, was presented in Santiago and Montevideo as an opponent 
of President Eisenhower, and as a “glorious man” in spite of his 
excentric beard, his fourteen months of outrages, and his love for 
television. 


“But with this chieftain of America’s leftists, in a continent that 
has always been rich in generosities, freedoms, and illustrious 
men, the “hemispheric communist coordination” found an instru- 
ment to endeavor to frustrate President Eisenhower's trip to 
Uruguay. Castro was the match-stick used to scorch the reputa- 
tion of Montevideo with the hysterical outburst of students and 
bohemians, who disregarding the decency required by the laws 
of hospitality, repeated the unfortunate stunt carried out with 
respect to Mr. Nixon.
